The proposed new constitution 
of the Students' Socfety and its 
amendments ^yill be discussed 
today at an open meeting of the 
Students' Society in the Union 
Balln)oin"atJ..pni;,;j, ; 

The new constitution is propos- 
ed to replace the present one 
which was ratified in February 
1965. The present constitution 
provides for a. certain number 
lUstiidents to be elected from 
eacl^' faculty, whereas the propos- 
ed constitution gives one repre- 
sentative for each 1400 students 
w4iich maites the representation 
more fair for the larger facul- 
ties, .i3ii.iî^-.. 

Sub-amend^omtj^:; proposals 
biclude a Féconunèhdation ' for 
one representative for every 



1000 Students and the incorpo- 
ration of the very small faculties 
(Divinity. Graduate Nurses, and 
Music) into larger faculties for 
elections. This would erisiire that 
Council would not become unwork* 
ably large and that proper re- 
presentation could be achievèd. 

The new constitution also en- 
sures that Students' Council 
meets regularly and that meet- 
ings can be closed, but reasons 
must be provided, A reserve 
fund of Council is provided for 
legal aid to students. 

A judicial board is to be es- 
tablished to solve problems such 
as the present difficulty with the 
Student Senators. The board is 
to be comprised of seven law 
students hi theh- final year of 
the B.C.L. degree. Since the 



judicial board decisions are final, 
asub-annendn ent has been propos- 
ed to provide a board of appeal. 

An impeachment clause which 
can be used against any member 
of Students' Council is also propos- 
ed. The tcmw' necessary for 
impeachment make it a far more 
difficult procedure than in the 
. . constitution proposed in 1968^9. 
The open meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Society needs at least 300 
students at its open meethig. If 
this is achieved the constitution 
will be voted on by the students 
on December 2 requiring 2/3 
majority with 20% voting. The 
enth'e constitution is subject to 
ratification l)y..., Senate before 
implementation^j^U^students are 
• encouraged to^^readîthe proposal 
and to come to the open meeting', 
and express their views.

WHh regard to the case presently being considered by 
the Judicial Committee, I really feel no obligation to abide by their 
decision In the absence of the slightest Indication on the part of 
the students at large that they think it performs a good and nec- 
essary function. The new Constitution does provide for a Judicial 
Board and for Impeachment. Students have the opportunity to 
turn out today at the open meeting In the^Ballroom at 1:00 p.m. 
and'vote to send this constHutlon to a referendum. I issue a per- 
sonal challenge to students at large to do thb. if they don't, I can 
only Interpret It as an Indication that they are giving me CARTE 
BLANCHE There is no way they can unseat me if they don't 
pass the new constitution.

Radical rabbi hits US Jews 



Bruce Goldman, Rabbi of the 
Radical Jewisli Union and Jewisii 
Chaplain at Columbia Univeisity, 
{ last Tllght fscatWngly;s|attacIted 
American JewbK cbihmuhity ins- 
titutions in a -Hillâ-siionsored' 
Jifl^^jn the Leacdck BuUding. 
'1 'havTcbmniitted myself," he 
declared, "to the buUding of, 
for want of a better term, a 
national Jewish liberation move- 
ment. Over the last few years I 
have come to the conclusion that 
.ir^jit?r''*'*hiCommunity:life is not Je- 
wish,^ and that 

''this has caused the hostility and 
. alienation of Jewish students from 
" what they think is Judaism." 
"There is a sense in the Je- 
wish community that any d^cus- 
sion of Isrady{(in«critical terms 
,or any discussioir^f the Arab 
refugee problem and Palestinian 
organizations is taboo," the 
bearded, long-haired rabbi as- 
serted. "Anything that deviates 
from the monolithic line is la- " 
belled as self-batbig, or antise- 
' mitic, or a reaction against pa- 
rents." 

He lashed .out against Jews who 
"use antisemltism as a form of 
fund-raising, without which their 
organizations would go out of 
business. If it weren't for the 
fact that the Anti-Defamation 
League finds anti-semites under 
every rock, the Jewish com- 
munity would have no raison 



d'être." 

"Assimilated Jews," Gold- 
man charged, ' "are ailed with 
the WASP rultog class." 
-He cited' the case of New 
York's Temple Emmanuel, which 
has many establishment figures 
with "vested interests In the 
Vfet Nam War" as members, and 
which refused to let Jews speak 
out against the war on the grounds 
that it was against policy to let 
laymen speak from the pulpit. 
Goldman and several otheis were 
arrested in a demonstration there. 

He commented bitterly that 
the synagogue was once a "forum 
for dissent," and that someone 
with a grievance against -a mem- 
ber had . once, by custom, been 
permitted to interrupt the service 
during even the most sacred 
parts. 

Young Jews \^o went to the 
New York office of the Organi- 
zation of Jewish, Philanthropies 

"to demand that its priorities be 
reordered in order to increase 
the funds granted for Jewish 
education were àrrested. 

Goldman charged that Jewish 
institutions refuse to involve 
themselves ' with Jews who 
happen to be homosexuals or drug

He continually , blasted the Uni- 
ted States, nlilch h?8ummed up 
as "a police state with institu- 
tionalized fascism. There are 
9-milIion . names of those who at 
any time disagreed with the po- 
licies of the American govern- 
ment on ' computer tapes,^and 
thiese people would be thrown into 
detention camps during a declar- 
ed state of national emergency." 

Distinguishing between Je- , 
wish radicals and radical Jews 
he stated that the former are 
Just "radicals who happen to' be

Jews, who do not want to discover 
their own Jewish roots, and who 
do not recognize their own radi- 
calism as having been bom of 
Jewish concepts of social justice 
and; ethics. They aim for an ideal- ° 
istic socialist state where 
everyone will be alike." 

Radical Jews, on the otherhand, 
according to Goldman, "see 
ethnic identity in broader terms. 
The|;i^d^j^tion comes when 
peopiefueneacly to accept and 
affirm' differences between peo- 
ples." 

That which is most radical about 
his group, the Radical Jewish 
Union, is that "they want to live 
their lives as they. feel they 
should, and not as they are told 
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to, and outside of organizations 
that they are told to belong to, 
such as the American Jewish 
Committee, Bnai Brith, and all 
that shit." 

"They also believe in telling 
it like it is," he added. "Hon- 
esty is also radical today." 

Goldman advocated that one 
should involve' oneself in 
changing society rather than opt 
out of it. "Becoming a hippie is 
not a Jewish approach. Politics 
is religious." 

He commènted that the best 
way to lose one's religion is to 
involve v^. oneself In religious 
institutions. 

Although he several times de- 
clared himself to be "pro-Israel," 
he criticized Israeli policies 
towards the Arabs'. "The most 
blatant ethical and political blun- 
der was that Jews and Israelis 
did not yeais ago provide' repa- 
rations for the Palestinians." ' 
^"Radical Zionists," he re- 
commended, "should align 
themselves with progressive 
forces among the Arabs, but not 
those who aim at the destruction 
of Israel".^ 

Goldman believes that all 
governments are "basically 
evil," and feais that Israel, as 
a "state of Jews rather than a 
Jewbhfstate," may end up in 
thesame'rut.

LONIX)N (CUP),^^Ai,Detroit geogràphèr^who believes the;iwbHd 
faces a biological crbb^rather than a' poUtical ohé has been blacldSl«I 
by the US Congress. 

William Bunge, a visiting professor at the University of Western 
Ontario, was placed on the Internal Security Committee list of 64 mem- 
bers of participants in the activities of conununist, militant, radical, 
extremist; or revolutionary groups. ' ^ . , ■ 

The list was published, last. week;imder,congreùionallmm 
despite protest by the American Civil Liberties Union and a courtorder 
forbidding its publication. f" ;- - . 

Bunge said Sunday that hé was delighted, by the announcement, 
"It's the most prestigious list I've ever been on." 

Bunge was hopeful that the publicity would help to make isbme of 
his views more widely known. Bunge, who feeb that many social prob- 
lems whfeh appear to be political bi nature are really biological, de- 
scribes capitalism as ' the ..wonhip;;6f machines. He said that we must 
alter people's behavior iiid this jnàms changing their minds. Then their 
actions can change, he said.

Incredibly Inhuman... 

The Quebec medicare scheme is beginning to reveal'^a se*, 
rious and lethal flaw - its disregard of the citizens' needs for 
low-cost drugs. It's ludicrous to give a low-income patient 
' inexpensive medical diagnosis and then stick him with a $25 
prescription which he can't afford. The medicare scheme, how- 
ever, is not the major culprit, rather it is the incredibly in- 
human actions of the Quebec College of Pharmacists and their 
allies in the government. 

The need for low-cost drugs is literally a life and death 
matter. No amount of long-range legislation, studies or com- 
missions will do anything for those dying or suffering sustained 
illnesses vA^o cannot buy today's, ridiciuouslv priced drugs (or 
reasonably priced ones either.) Those on welfare can get money 
from the government to have prescriptions filled, but the process 
is bureaucratically complex' and takes 1^ - while the patient 
may be suffering or dying. Those not on welfare can't even go to 
the government. 

In the past hospitals were able to operate clinics which could 
provide inexpensive - or even free - drugs to the poor. With me- 
dicare hospitals can no longer afford these clmics as easily as 
before. - 

To make matters worse,, the government, under pressure 
from the College of Pharmacists, has not only failed to include 
pharmaceuticals under its present scheme, but has also refused 
to give hospitals the funds they need in order to continue dis- 
pensing medicine to the poor. For what reason?, So that pharma- 
cists, who don't allow'anydne else to sell drugs, must figure 
that people Will then be forced to come to them. This is not only 
crass but ironic: the poor can't Afford drugs any way^ so they'll 
just do without. A group of citizens and social workers have set 
up a Task Force for Low-Cost Medication group, asking the 
government to set up its own clinics to serve the needs of the 
poor. The response they have met has been anything but gratify- 
ing. •

Predicting the fiiture of FRAP 
seems to have t>een the most 
popular pastime for journalists 
in the weeks since the Oct. 25 
elections. 

In the deluge of words, the 
basic issues have been highly 
distorted, most noticeably in the 
long obscure article by Robert 
Keaton entitled FRAP - Crisis 
in Authenticity, published 
Thursday In the Daily.!* ' 

We see thin^' difftneht^md 
we want to offer McCHli^racléis 
another interprctatioiî of ' the 
events. 

FRAP is a democratic mass- 
based municipal patty. Its com- 
mitment to democracy was estab- 
lished in the August 1970 Con- 
gress, and reaffirmed . on Oct. 
10, when it condemned at the 
same time FLQ terrorism on 
the grounds that terrorism and 
organization for political power 
are mutually exclusive means 
. of operation. At the same time 
it accepted the analysis of the 
crisis in Quebec society put 
forth in the FLQ manifesto. 
This analysis, it may be not- 
ed, is similar to that offered by 
the PQ and a number of union 
. centrals in the course of thb 
last year. . - - _ 

That FRAP should refuse to 
affirm once again, after the 
elections, its already unambig- 
uous stand on terrorism, indicat- 
es not neutrality nor intellectu- 
al fraud, but an unwillingness to 
allow President Cliche to ma- 
"'Pu^^e^jg^an^VenipU^^^ 



issue ''to^i'oiBt? from ■ the orga- 
nization his opponents on more 
basic issues. 

For FRAP the issue of terror- 
ism is a red-herring, manufactur- 
ed, packaged and sold by Cliche 
et al in an attempt to force those 
who do not agree with him on the 
basic questions of internal democ- 
racy, and control by the mem- 
bership. There b no evidence to 
support Cliche's contention that 
either the membership or the 
public demrjided a new statement 
from FRAP on terrorism after 
the elections. Instead there is 
ample evidence that hnmediately 
after Oct. 25 Cliche moved to 
consolidate the' power . of the 
union-based elements in the party 
at the expense of the community 
groups and citizens' committees. 



This long simmering feud has 
structural roots traceable to the 
origins of FRAP. As a hybrid 
organization, FRAP brinp to- 
gether citizens' committees (bas- 
ed on geographical neighborhood 
structure), city-wide protest 
movements (such as Movement' 
de Liberation du Taxi), popular- 
heallh clinics (also neighborhood 
based) and a numt)er of trade 
union professionals committed 
to political action. The citizens 
groups became the nub of the var- 
ious CKPs. Structurally . the 
trade unionists did not have any 
vehicle of their own: their role 
was limited to action as Indi- 
viduals within theCAPs. 
, Trade unions and community 
groups have traditionally had 
different ideas .about how to mo- 
bilize for power. FIÎAP's expe- 
rience has been that the unionists 
have neither integrated smoothly 
into the CARs nor created their 
own vehicle to make themselves 
heard. - As a result they have 
relied, hicreashigly on their in- 
fluence ôiitside < FRAP, hi the 
unions from whom a great deal 
of FRAP's" financial, support 
comes, to pressure policy within 
FRAP. 

FRAP's ' process of decision 
mtking between congresses is 
histructhre on this point. There- 
exists the Secretariat Permanent, 
a five member board hi charge 
of fmance, publicity, organbiatlon 
and research. with one member 
at large. While empowered to 
make a considerable range of 
administrative and crisis de- 
cisions, the Secretariat is sub- 
ordinate to the Conseil Permanent, 
a larger body consistbig of the- 
president and vice-president of 
, FRAP, - the president and vice- 
president of each CAP and other 
affiliated groups, and is empower- 
ed to make all decisions for FRAP 
between congresses. It was the 
Conseil Permanent that voted 
overwhelmuigly for CHuhe's res- 
ignation. Each^teamXpf ' CAP 
delegates votés by' inàiidate from, 
its CAP and must go before a' 
general meeting of the CAP at 
least once a month to recount 
the decisions of the Conseil Per- 
manent and account for the pos- 
itions it has taken. Thus the 
Conseil Permanent b an essen- 
tially democratic and responsible 



body. It b far more responsive 
both theoretically and actually 
than a president elected for a 
year term and not answerable to 
any general mcmbctship assem- 
bly withhi that year. It b interest-. 
Ing to note that during the "ter- 
rorbm" bsue aind 'the Cliche res- 
ignation relatively few CAPs have 
suffered severe hitemal dbsen- 
slon. 

In thb light it b appropriate 
to conclude that the body that has 
asked for Cliche's resignation 
represents the membership. It b 
also ., appropriate to assume that 
|UieiÇonseil|j!Permanent. demand 
^fof'an'untBlialliiid-year congress, 
which Cliche initially opposed, 
represents its acknowledgement 
that there are basic differences 
of opinion as to what FRAP's 
Immediate and long range goab 
and philosophy should be, and 
represents as well a désire to 
bring these questions into open 
debate among the membership. Far 
from being anti-democratic, thb 
difficult stormy course chosen b 
the most responsible one conceiv- 
able. Thb b a far cry from the 
power 'brokerage practiced by 
FRAP's president. 

So we come to the question of 
where FRAP b today. Its gov- 
endng and representative body, 
the Conseil Permanent, has 
chosen not to eritttit hej rap Cli- 
che has set for'InPâUterfpro- 
nounce agahist terrorism agabi 
or be branded terrorist. Thb 
rule or ruin play b cynical in 
the extreme. Why, one might 
œk, has FRAP's • central body 
not pronounced agahtst terrorism? 

L- Becatise its stand has been 
expressed and expressed again. 

2.- Because the Conseil Per- 
manent is taking no public stand 
on any issue of Importance until 
the congress meets In January to 
thrash out . the basic questions 
the election otperience has rab- 
ed. 

Thus we have the spectacle be- 
fore us of a painfully democratic 
organbratlon held the hostage of 
its own responsiveness by a 
faction not terribly concerned 
with what its 'membership thbiks. 
If FRAP b to continue to exbt, 
it must rid itself of its power- 
brokers and prhices.

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McGill libraries need union

The CSN as a bargaining agent for McGiir libraty 
workers? This possibility has become more real as a result 
of recent unionization on the part of non-professional li- 
brary worlceis at Sir George. 

■ The Syndicat National des Employés de l'Univetsité Sir 
George Williams v (CSN) which received accreditation in 
August, groups abbtit 60 of the 85 worlcers in a loosely- 
structured union. Professionals, the* degree - holding li- 
brarians are not members of the group. The Sir George 
workers, mostly in their twenties, are aiming for higher 
wages, better fringe benefits, and payroll check-off for 
union dues in their negotiations with the administration 
■i^dteduled to start next month. . , . • - 

'I'B^uPthehf objectives don't stop there. 'Paiil Davis and 
Bcmd Scheittcrlein, spokesmen for the group, talk serious- 
ly of gaining a voice in decision - making and planning 
^withhi the library system. They are also investigating the 
possibility of setting up a food co-op tojseive the members. 

One of the. reasons behhid thefs^George affiliation 
with the CSN is no doubt the fact thal^CSN union has (exist- 
ed for some time at the Univenitéile Montréal.' Uniilcè the 
one at Sir George, the Syndicat National des Employes de 
rUniveisité de Montréal (SNEUM), groups library pro- 
fessionais, ^cafeteria and residence workers under one 
umbrella union. The union is divided into two sections: 
Section Bibliothèque and Section Centre Social. 

^^i^)^"^^^'^'''^'^*'^^'^^ union hi, 1965. At that time, 
'^^SSSoMSg to'Ginette D^bon, current president of SNEUM - 
Section Bibliothbquc, conditions were terrible for evetj'one. 

'■And hideed they were. . Non-professional workers were 
eamhig between |34.60 and ^.92 weekly whereas the base 
wage for librarians was set at 188.84 a week. Fringe benefits 
were almost non-€xistent and hiring and firing procedures 
were arbitrary. There followed a bitterly fought two-month 
j^trike.jn 1966 which resulted hi substantial gahis for all 
^woH^. SNEUM hà since signed a second collective 
' "^âjgifèiement. Statthig salaries for librarians are now $128 
to $141 weekly according to category. 

McGill's librarians and non-professionals are not union- 
ized. They have a voluntary association. The McGill 
University Library Staff Association (MULSA) which last 
year counted 66 members out of a possible 400. The asso- 
. elation has traditionally been oriented towards the pro- 
fessionals in the group but this year's executive of 6 has 2 
non-prpfessionaîs on it bcluding the president, Michael ■ 
Schreiner. ,-,Si#^ivv'' 

MULSA docs not bargain with adininistration on' 
salary or other matters. It does serve an mtermediary 
function, however, m some disputes between staff and ad- 
minbtration. . 

i'Il«re.dDes. not appear to be much agitation onthe.part 
of mëinlMsîs^'of*,the library staff at present to'^ unionize. 
Librarians consider themselves professionals and as such 



feel trade unions to be alien to theh* needs and interests. 
This position m^ have been once understandable in terms 
of society's general attitudes towards professionalism but 
is less so in view of unionhation on the part of civil servants, 
teachers and morè recently enghieers. Professionals are 
combig to realize that they receive no special treatment 
from their employers. If they do not have the means 
available to demand better wages and working conditions, 
the employers will not voluntarily make available such 
improvements. Problems also arise in temts of proper 
grievance procedures and protection of professional priv- 
ileges. 

A recent case in McGill amply poUits out these pro- 
blems. In a memo concerning a .vacant position in the Ac- 
.quisitions Department circulated recently, the library ask- 
ed for candidates having either a library science degree OR 
a simple BA or BSc with systems experience. The po- 
sition bad previously been held t>y degree-holding libra- 
rians only. There was no prior consultation with members 
of MULSA or the library staff hi general concemhig the re- 
classification. Librarians are naturally, concerned when 
the possibility arises that their profession may be reclassi- 
fied out of existence. ! , . 

Another problem with voluntary work associations was 
made abundantly clear in discussion of the above problem 
at an open meeting held by MULSA, a few weeks ago. In 
discussion of a proposal to send a letter concerning the 
matter to Keith Crouch, the over-all director of McGill's 
libraries,. one librarian remarked, "What do we do if we 
don't recdye a^reply?. We^^.know.tbat t^^

- grievance procedure in the McGill library system. 

McGill professors are also represented by a nonunion 
organization. However, the McGill Association of University 
Teachers is associated with the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers whose recommendations are respected 
and whose powers of blacklisthig a university are most ef- 
fective. * — 

It is unlikely that McGill's librarians will form a union 
until their Interests are seriously threatened. There is no 
doubt that the main reason behind unionization at U de M 
was the low salary scale. Since that time, the salaries at U 
de M hâve been rising quickly. There may come a time In 
the not too distant future when McGill's .librarians find 
that they've been left behbid hi the shuffle;^?^ 

The non-professionals shcoild be more hiclhied towards 
unionization. Wages are low. A starting annual salary of 
$3300 (Library Assistant II) or $3600 (Library Assistant 
III) is meagre by any standards and certainly nothhig to 
raise a family on. The annual hicrement of approximately 
6% which a library assistant can hope to .receive if he stays, 
barely covers rises hi the cost of livhig. 

The salary scale presently hi force at McGill was 
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issued hi March of 1968. Salaries at U de M will surpass 
McGill's salaries by June of next year when the final phase 
of theh contract goes into effect . 

. There are considerable obstacles towards unionization 
here. Unlike the workers at Sir George or even U de M, 
workers here are spread among a large number of libraries. 
It is, as a result, difficult to organize the dhrerse groups 
hito one. There b also a problem of the large turn-over ui 
non-professional staff, especially hi the lower classifica- 
tions. The salary scale encourages people to move on as 
soon as they can. 

Perhaps the most serious barrier to unionization lies 
in the present state of the econoiny.j.Many workers seem 
pleased to have 'any job at allr It's hai^ to be an agitator 
when you know there are ten people waithig to get your 
job if you're suddenly fired. 

Traditions die hard hard at McGill, so don't expect to 
run hito picket Unes the next thne you go to^Redpath. But 
neither should ydu dbcoimt the possibility of unionization. 
The need for proper representation of workers exbts hi 
all spheres of society. The university, vrhich has long 
benefited from a low-salaried .work force, cannot expect 
to remain aloof from the process of collective bargainhig 
forever.

1 seem to remem- 
ber that one of the objections 
raised by the individual concerned 
was that he would have to sign 
the contract and indicate respon- 
sibility for organization, a neces- 
sary requirement for an event 
of this type. This he was. relu^ 
tant to do, for reasons wliich are; 
obvious to anyone who has ever 
been to' a rock concert, held hi 
tbeUnion. 

In addition to the above, the 
Shidents* Society Elxecutive felt 
that there were some further 
problems presented by the pro- 
posal. Actording to the "budget" 
presented, the group who were 
going to perform wouhi receive 
most benefit, individuals involved 
with various security arrange- 
ments necessary for an event of 
tUs type, next, and what was 
left over after the amusement 
tax was deducted would go to 
Logos.

It b true that the Students'

of the Centre. Mr. Zisman further 
Si^, "TUs dance was plarmed 
as a benefit for Logos and other 
oiganizaUons that laduKlinonqr."

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ÇNTU : Unemployment insurance inadequate

The CNTU, in Its function as a representative of the 
Quebec and Maritime working classes, has evaluated the 
effects of the proposed government White Paper on 
Unemployment Insurance. (See "Royal Commission on 

Unemployment Insurance). In its analysis, the union approves 
of the progressive direction the new social security legbla- 

. < tiori is assuming', but it notes the negative effects and blatant 
omissions of this and other supporting schemes. 

The CSN hlghlfghls three fundamental criticisms. Firstly, 
'Unemployment Insurance Is "most of all a social security 
concept, purporting to sustain and provide for a short period 
of time a minimum Income for eveiy worlcer. In this respect, 
it should be considered as a segment or an element of the 
government's social policy." As a consequence there is a 
distinct difference between Unemployment Insurance and 
private Insurance - a difference v^lch must be recognized 
In both the implementation and fbianchig of a social security 

scheme. ^<>^:.■^i^yl:,^^; ,^■i>^i^■} ' . 

Secondly, the CNTUpbeUevaithat|ajprogressnre eco- 
nomic climate b a prëcohdîÙonyi^unànployment insur- 
ance. Thb dynamic economy ^'shouMfprevail not only; in^ 
the different economic regions, but as w^ in^the different ~ 
industrial sectors." Otherwise, such a schènié'^iniy become 
. more of a liability to those It purports to aid. 

The thhrd premise on which the CNTU critique of the 
White Paper lies b that "both seasonal and permanent 
linemplqyed (hi some Quebec and Maritime regions) are 
victims of unemployment and are not responsible for it 
due to their total absence from .Uie^ècgnra^b^^ 
centre." Therefore, the unemploynîént'InsuifSrce mœt be 
paid for by a tax on rate payers and employers contribution, 
malntaMng the essential social aspect of the Insurance. 



Full employment essential 



In Its analysis, the union asserts the value of the govern- 
ment proposal as an Improvement over the existing stop- 
gap legislation - both in the trend to unlversalization of 




employment and as "à significant step towards a guaran- 
teed annual wage", which is unequivocally recognized as a 
primary need of any far. reaching program of social reform. 

However Ihnitatlons and ombslons In the White Paper 
are obvious. In these limitations the CNTU htcludes: "the 
relative sticking of the propdsab to the iiuurahçe concept, 
the regressive rate system for the employea^the inade- 
quate and twbted Justification of the federal government's 
exclusive competence in the matter of unemployment hi- 
surance," and the lack of a coherent economic policy. The 
implication that the federal government realizes full em- 
ployment as an essential b seriously lacking. On the 
contrary, the White Paper. ^eems to stateJhat "it still 
prefers tb indemnify the unemployed imt^dtoffighthig 
.^unemployment in a society «ell.émlowed^i^ 
^ resources to pirovide a job for everyTone*^ 
It b abo ready to assume the cost jof extra unemployment 
bsurance benefits when the national unemployment rate 
exceeds 4 percent or when regional unemployment b over 
4% and exceeds the national average by more than 

The CNTU challenges the federal government to develop 
the potential of a conceivably dynamic econon^' to its 
utmost, thus providhig universal employment. Unless the 
new Insurance scheme b enacted In the context of an advanc- 
ed economic policy, It will become another stopgap measure 
that perpetuates a system of unfah* employment. 

The federal government has establbhed a rate of 4% 
unemployment as acceptable. It b on the basb of thb 
rate that ; additional .ib^fitsvwiUbej extended to certahi 
underdevdoped regiom of the écôhoniy, "when t|ie regional 
unemployment rate b above 4% and exceeds the national 
rate by over 17o". The CNTU, emphasblng the need for 
universal employment stresses that "one should then re- 
coune to a rate more objective and in better accordance 
with the real potentialities of the Canadian economy. 
Thb rate should.be a guarantee of the government's willhig- 
ness to take the necessary measures to utilize fully- all the 
potential resources of the economy. Actually, the only 
acceptable criterion would be the one calculated by the 
Economic Council of Canada - i.e. an average annual 
unemployment rate of 37o." The federal goVemmeht must 
not be permitted to abdicate their responsibilities in thb 
matter and must midce "an Unpllclt subscription to em- 
ployment". 



The regional dimension 



The White Paper has serious bnpllcatlons hi respect 
to the uneven and unequal^regional development of the Ca- 
nadian economy. "The importance of the'sector dimension 
b related to the establbhment of the layoff experience rathig 
as a criterion to detemihie the employer^contributlon rates. 
Thb means some workers run a relatively greater rbk of 
being unemployed than others depending on the industry they 
work in. It b a known fact that some hidustries like construc- 
tion and forest are relatively mote subject to seasonal' 
unemployment than others." The govèmment responsibility, 
which. shouldvl^vtàratf^ to fmd these workers jobs - 
seeins abséiit^liSrtfi'fielVeéiors havhig a high layoff rate. 
The regional dhnenslon of theischeme has led the' CNTU 
to question the soundness of the federal analysb and the 
union can only accept such a position if It advances policy 
to stabilize, lower and finally eliminate the unemployment 
ht the various sectors and regions. ■ •^ 

The CSN has accused ;the federal authorities of settmg 
forth a defectivè and ultimately regressive method of levyhig 
employers' contributions. In effect employers will be payhig 
,87o of the weekly hicome up to (ISO. llib trend b unaccept- 
able to the worldng class, and could simply be rectified by 
"a progressive tax, plus contributions." ■<
